One-0-Seven East Read St. is a three bay wide, two story building 
with Flemish bond brick foundation and building walls, double hung 
windows, and brick steps. The steps lead to a flat wooden door 
surmounted by a broken pediment. Two lamps, on either side of the 
door, and wrought-iron railings further decorate the first story 
facade. 

To the right of the door are two adjacent windows of 6/6 lights that 
are separated only by their sashes. They share the same brick sill 
and lintel. To either side of this window arrangement is a painted 
wooden shutter. 

Painted, rectangular, applied panels with molding span the first 
and second story facades and visually separate them. The second 
story facade is punctuated by three symmetrically organized windows 
of 6/6 lights. Each window has a stone sill and splayed brick half 
arched lintels. The building has a flat roof and a modest cornice 
with dentils.
